Further military evidence was given in sup

The man behind me gave me a 
push, and the edge of the bed caught my 
shins, and I fell. hurt the side of my head 
in falling. As I lay, face downwards, they 
started ‘beating me, and all serte of foul ex- 
pressions were used towards me. I was told I 
should be hung-up by the heels and bayoneted. 
Another man said, ‘What the hell games do 
you fellows think you are playing?’ I made 
no reply, and they beat me with the butts of 
their rifles. I was also hit about fifty times 
with buckled belts.” Witness said that the 
beating lasted for a couple of mifutes, and. 
explained that they did not remove his clothes. |

LETTER FROM LORD 
CERZON, 


ARGENTINA WITHDRAWS 
FROM THE LEAGUE. 
Telegraphing cn Saturday from Geneva, 
Reuter’s Correspondent says:—Mr. Hymans, 
President of the Assembly of the League. ot 
Nations, has received the following telegram 

from the Italian Government — 

“ 1 hasten to acknowledge the receipt of the 
telegram by which you were good enough ww 
apprise me of the resolution of the Assembly of 
the League of Nations relating to Aymenia. | 
assure you that the Italian Government has a 
keen interest in the cause of the Armenian 
nation, with which Italy has traditional bonds.

The Government of Cuba received the 
suggestion sympathetically, but, 
remotefess and the impossibility of deciding im- 
mediately, it announced its intention of giving 
the matter serious consideration, and promised 
to announce its decision through the inter- 
mediary of its delegates at, Geneva. 

Questioned regarding the report that Argen- 
tina intended to withdraw from the League of 
Nations, Senor Puyrredon said that he had re- 
ceived no communication on the subject from 
his Government. 

The British Government sent the following 
ge through Mr. Balfour :— 

“Since we received the telegram addressed 
by the President of the League of Nations to 
the Prime Minister we have learnt that the 
President of the United States has announced 
his readiness to nominate a personal representa- 
tive to act. as mediator, with a view to putti 
an end to the acts of war now being direct 
against the Armenian people. We do not know 
exactly in what measure the Armenians can have 
been advised of this action in concluding peace 
either with both their neighbours or only with 
one of them. We cannot agree to an inde- 
pendent mission with regard to Armenia, if 
that is the object of the above-mentioned tele- 

ram. Nevertheless, the President of the United 

tates can count upon our supporting his efforis 
by all available means, and we shall accord 
the moral and diplomatic support which he re- 


quests. .

POLAND AND THE SOVIET 
GOVERN MENT. 
At to-day’s meeting of the League of 
Nations Assembly, Mr. Barnes (Great Britain) 
introduced a resolution expressing regret at the 
withholding of all information on the conflict 
between Poland and the Soviet Government, 
and drawing atiention to the possibility of a 
resumption of hostilities. He asked why the 
Council of the League had not intervened, since 
both humanity and the Covenant made it its 
duty to do so.

MR. DEVLIN AND THE CRISIS 

WHY HE IS NOT A SINN FEILNER. 

Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., speaking ai Canning 
Town, London, | night, said that he re- 
garded the case of Mreland as being more sacred 
than that of Belgiwn. The war was not fought 
in order that Belgium should be free and Ire- 
land enslaved. If they gave the Irish people 
freedom, they would soon edncate themselves in 
the responsibililies of government, and ulti- 
mately work out their own salvation. ireland 
did not want to be petted. The I ion had 
been created that Ireland was a Cinderella io 
Erfgiand, and that she faitemed on her and did 
not pay for it. He nae ont that the 
revenue received by England from Ireland was 
£45,000,000 a year, and the cost of the govern- 
ing of -Ireiand . was £22.000,000, s0,. actually, 
England was profiting by Ireland. The speaker 
went on to give instences of alleged barbarit 
on the part of the Crown fortes in Ireland. 
He said that there was nothing horrible and 
disgraceful that had not been dome in Ireland. 
His try was completely manacied by a 
military machine, forged noi only to destroy the 
individual liberty of the people, but their very 
lives. Horrors were committed in the name of 
Britain, which was a country of noble resolve 
until profiteers took their places in the seats o 
the mighty. we 

Mr. Devlin said that toe British Trades Union 
Congress had plainly laid down the basis upon 
which peace could be brought about in Ireland. 
‘Let them withdraw their military,” he said; 
“ Jet them send their “Black and Tans’ for a per- 
manent holiday ; let them bring back their 
‘ Tudor’s Toughs,’ es they call themselves.’’ His 
own opinion was that Eiiglish soldiers in Ireland 
hated the war with the sitter isle. The police 
had nothing but feelings of disgust and anguish. 
When they had withdrawn the forces of the 
Crown they would have a chance of finding 
peace aud order in Ireland as the foundation of 
subsequent liberty to be established on her soii. 

The reason why he was not a Sinn Feiner was 
thet he felt that it would be impossible for a 
little nation of four and a half millions, with no 
military equipment, no great wealth, no scien- 
tiie weapons of war, with nothing but the 
justice of her cause, to stand up against the 
might of power. If there were the slightest. 
chances of success he would shoulder his gun at 
once and be willing to die for his country.

We have the noble letter of Cardinal] 
ercier and the Belgian Bishops, for which 
Ireland must be ever grateful. e see also the 
sympathy displayed for Ireland in the Italian 
Parliament.

SHOT NEAR .BROADSTONE 

A man named John Howley; of Oranmore, Co. 
Galway, was serjously, wounded by a revolver 
bullet when, leaving Broadstone Station, 
Dublin, on Saturday evening. _He was removed 
to King George V. Hospital in military custody, 
and.died late on the same night. — 
Exact details of the shooting of John Howley 
are not available, but it appears that he arrived 
at. stone from Galway at 6.20 p.m. by the 
mail train, and left the siation alone. He

In the meantime, it was stated that 
a whistle was sounded, and an armoured car 
arrived on the scene. .When the Corporation 
ambulance arrived, an officer informed the 
attendants. that Howley would’ be removed by: 
the authorities, and he was placed in a military 
ambulance and taken to King George V. Hos 
pital, Father Headley was allowed to accom- 

y him. On arrival, Howley was examined 

y the medical officer on duty, and it was 
found that he had a bullet wound in the head. 
An operation was performed, but the unfortu 
nate man died a few hours later. 

Joseph Howley was aged 25, and was a 
prominent member of the Sinn Fein organisa- 
tion. He formerly lived with his mother, a 
Mrs. Keave, at a public-house in Oranmore, 
and, following the shooting of a constable in 
the neighbourhood in August last, members, of 
the Crown forces called for Howley, but he was 


not there. The house was destroyed by fire. 
Since then Howley has been “on the run.” He 
was interned after ihe Easier week, 1916, re- 
bellion. |

A CRITICAL SITUATION.

THREATENED GOVERN- 
MENT ACTION. 


With the heip of the figures published by the 
Ministry of Transport it is now possible to 


arrive at some unofficial idea of the effect of | 


the recent coal strike on the railway receipts. 
The net Government surplus in Sepiember 
amounted to £228,485, this being the first time 
— a no ot no mg been shown since the statis- 
ics were ished. The figures new. published 
show that this surplus became in October a 
net Government liability of £4,936,906. due to 
the falling off in receipts consequent on the 
miners’ strike. It is probable that the Novem- 
ber results will be similarly affected, but sub- 
uently a recovery is aati d. 
he Irish railways, however, continue te be a 
drain on the British taxpayer. It is, for in- 
stance, estimated thaí the September working 
of the Irish railways threw upon the Govern- 
ment a liability of £100,000, imeluding the 
guarantee which was given in 1917, and that 
thie Nabitity is*increasing. The railway situa- 
tion in Ireland, indeed, is exceedingly critical, 
entirely owing to the refusal of the Irish rail- 
waymen to perform their duties as common 
carriers. Moreover, at the same time that the 
Irish railwavs are being ‘maintained largely at 
the expense of the Government the British tax- 
payer, its servants, such as military and police, 
are refused carriage on the Irish lines. . 
The Press Association understands that the 
Cabinét is now considering the advisability of 
withdrawing the service altogether. Colour is 
lent to this by the fact that Sir Eric Geddes, 
who was to have been the guest of Sir Fortescue 
Flannery in Kesex during the week-end, hae 
been unable to leave town. 


A RAILWAYMEN’'S STRIKE. 


There was no noticeable change in the railway 
trouble durimg the week-end, so far as service 
was concerned. At Newbridge and at Rathdrum 
traits were again delayed as the result of armed 
forces of the Crown going into the carriages. So 
far as is known there were no trains delayed by 
this cause on the Midland Great Western Rail- 
way, or on the Great Northern Railway. 

So far as one can discern from opinions ex- 
pressed by employes of all the railway com- 
panies having termini in Dublin the employes 
who are out of imployment are anzious to re- 
sume their positions on the lines, and would ,be 
very glad to have a strong lead toward a peace- 
ful reversion to normal conditions. 

Speaking on Saturday on the subject of the 
deputation to the Lord Mayor of Dublin, Mr. 
Bermingham, while declining to comment 
directly on it, said:—‘‘ We are in the midst of 
very delicate negotiations; we are simply im- 
bued with the one object, and that is that all 
parties to this dispute should use every en- 
deavour in the direction of a solution of the 
whole problem. More than that I cannot say 
for the” moment. except that as far as the 
agencies of the National Union of Railwaymen 
go they.are only too anxious to lend a hand to 
this end in full and due deference to the request 
of our branches.”

MR. CHURCHILUL’S REPLY TO 
MR. WELLS. 

Mr. Winsion Churchill replied in yestetday’s 
Sunday Express to Mr. H. G. Wells's articles on 
“ Russia in the Shadow,” says a Press Associa- 
tion telegram. He sets forth Mr. Wells's final 
conclusions, and then dealg with them seriatim. 
First, however; in order to separate truth from 
error in the propositions laid down by Mr. 
Wells; Mr. Churchill traces the processes of 
modern. civilisetion in effecting the liberation of 
the native energies’ of mankind and realising 
the modern standard of freedom. He continues: 
Side by side with all this progress in the 
material sphere, the greater part of which had 
taken place in recent. times, was the belief in 

. The Christian ‘revelation and other 
revelations suited to other skies and climates 
and to other types and breeds of men ell sought 
to extend the human vision beyond the lmits 
of this transitory world, to imeulcate duties the 
reverse of those which pure self-interest would 
prompt, and to afford consolation in sorrows 
which no human laws can essuage. This path 
was also open and free for all who wished to 
follow it. 

There has never been any work more 
diabolical in the whole history of the world than 
which the Bolsheviks have wrought in 
Russia. Consciously, deliberately, confidently, 
ruthlessiy—honestly, if you will, in the sense 
that their wickedness has been the true exptes- 
sion of their nature—they have enforced their 
theory upon the Russian towns and cities; and 
these are going to die.

Following on the shipment of some eighty 
political prisoners from Dublin.on board the 
destroyer Sea Wolf lasi week, there arrived at 
the North Wall yesterday evening the destréyer 
Valorous.

LABOURER SHOT DEAD. NEAR 
SKERRIES. 


Thomas Hand, a quarty labourer, wag: shot 
dead in’ bis mother’s house at Baltrasna, near 
Skerries, about 2 a.m. yesterday by a pariy of 
armed men. He was a married man, and until 
a few weeks ago lived with his wife and family 
in a cottage in the+town, but, as frequent in- 
quiries had been made about him by parties 
who searched his home. he did not stay there 
constantly. On Saturday night, having been to 
confession in the loca] church, he went to his 
mother’s place—thé first time for a fortnight— 
where he decided to stay for the night. The 
family wes disturbed by the entrance of armed 
men, who shouted for Hand, and in the con- 
fusion they dragged out his brother, a cripple. 
and were about to shoot him. when they reslised 
their mistake. Meantime. Thomas endeavoured 
to escape through a back window, but he was 
shot dead in the ettempt in the presence of his 
terror-stricken mother, brother, and sisters. He 
was secretary, of the local branch of the Trans- 
port Union And frequently figured ag arbitrator 
in Republicah courts, while he was an ardent 
student of Irish. The scene of the murder is 
about midway between Skerries end Balbriggan 
on a headland, known as ‘‘ The Hills,’’ ovér- 
lookirig the sea.

THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN, 
AND THE BIBLE, 


- 

The Archbishop of Dublin, preaching at St. 
Ann's Church, Dawson street, yestefday morning 
from the text, “ And that from a child thou 
hast known the Hely Scriptures, which are able 
to make thesc wise unto salvation through faith 
which isin Jesus Christ’ (11. Timothy iii., 15), said 
that on that the second Sunday in Advent the 
subject of the Bible was brought before them by- 
the Church. The Bible, he knew, was not 
nearly so much read by individuals to-day as it 
used to be; and the loss was a very great loss. 
Nobody who wanted light upon human life 
could afiord to neglect the witness of the Bible, 
which gave them a particular view of the world 
in the light of God. By that he meant that 
every thinking man and woman wanted to place 
himself and herself in the world in which they 
lived. They wanted to know what was the pur- 
pose of things, where they themselves were, 
where they came from, and where they were 
going to. Carelessness about the deeper tlings 
of life was by no means a universal trait, , Life 
started by asking questions. Unless they had a 
guide they blundered and moved round and 
round.in a circle, but still they went’ on asking 
questions. The different religions ef the world 
contained the answers. man had.ziven to ahase 
perplexing questions, but the Bible stood ont 
above ‘all because of the different kind of 
answers it gave to the questions, and because 
of the diffcrent results which the use of those 
answers produced, The Bible was an answer to 
all those perplexing questions. It taught that 
man was responsible to God, and that God was 
ever present io warn, guide, cheer, pity, aid. 
Therefore they should read the Bible. and their 
reading must be regular, thoughtful, and re- 
ligious.

were to think of that day these words meant: 
“ Test all the claims of spiritualism; hold fast 
that which is true and good, abstain from all 
that is false and bad.” There was nothing in 
beaven or earth which it could be wrong to in- 
vestigate scientifically for the discovery of truth. 
God was called the God 'of Truth. His Son, 
Jesus Christ, was called “ The Truth,” as well 
as the way and the life. And truth on any sub- 
ject that could be nemed or imagined was 
divine. The report of the Lambeth Committee 
on the subject said:—' We are able whole- 
heartedly and without shirking to welcome re- 
search, etiticism, scientific investigation.” No 
Christian ‘dare condemn the scientific investiga- 
tion of spiritualism. But it required quite 
peculiar and high-trained faculties, together 
with a first hand expert knowledge of psychology 
and pathology, and a complete absence of any. 
desire either to prove or to disprove that the 
living could he in communication with the de- 
arted. What they were concerned with was to 
earn from: their investigations what was good 
and what was evil. Many of the supporters of 
spiritualism had welcomed it because it afforded 
them a proof of the continued existence of 
human, souls after death. And the bishops, of 
course, appreciated the fact that it was a pro- 
test agains: materialis and a materialistic 
basis of human life. But could any Christian 
say that he needed such a proof when he be 
lieved in the resurrection of Our Lord Jesus 


to the nature of the Resurrection, but if anyone 
of them was true the survival of human per- 
sonality was certain. No Christian who had 


needed a fresh modern proof that he or she was 
alive. Those who proclaimed it to be an epoch- 
making discovery proclaimed themselves to be 
something short of Christian. As the bishops 
pointed out, survival was not necessarily im- 
mortality, still less eternal life It was 
Christianity alone that had taught them that 
eternal life was a life hid with Christ in God. 
But though spiriiualistic communications wit 

the departed were unnecessary as a proof, they 
might nevertheless be true, and if they were 
all Christians, must accept them, because all 
truth was Christian. 

THE AMOUNT OF FRAUD. 

There was a vast amount of fraud connected 
with the practice of it, but that was no reason 
why there should not be truth in cases where 
there was no fraud. The one thing that the 
Church must not.do was to shut its eyes to it, 
and pretend that it was not worth thinking 
The Church must meet it by teaching 
positively the whole truth of the Communion of
